Still another city water well—one 
that was to be— is a fluke and some 
more money has been sunk in the 
ground in the effort to locate some 
good water 
wells to 
alleviate the 
present water famine. 
When it was 
found yesterday that the well started 
in Julian street between First 
and 
Second street was of no value, prep­ 
arations were made to abandon the 
“ hole” and this 
morning the well 
drilling machine was located twenty- 
five feet south of the same spot in 
Julian street. 
Work on tlie new well 
was started this morning. 
It was necessary to abandon the 
latest addition to the city's dry wells 
for the same reason that the well at 
the foot of Perkins street was aban­ 
doned. 
The only difference is that 
water was struck 
in the 
Perkins 
street well 
and it was 
not in the 
Julian >treet one. Members if the w a­ 
ter committee believe that water can 
be obtained in that region if they 
once get away_ij;om that crevice of 
rock. 
If was the 
rock crevice 
which 
stopped the work in the Julian street 
well. 
Bat the driller had not gone 
eighty-three feet by any means when 
the crevice was hit. 
Just as soon as 
the crevice was struck Rosencrance 
saw that it was absolutely useless to 
go further with the work. 
The drill 
was deflected 
to 
one side or the 
other every time it struck the rock 
and the sides of the well caved in so 
that the work was impeded to a srreat 
extent. 


A different plan will be followed j 
in the well which was started this 
morning, which, it is believed, will 
make it possible to drill through the 
crevice if it is struck again. 
A ten- 
inch drill will be used until the crev­ 
ice. if there is any. is strtick. 
Then j 
a ten-inch pipe will be put in the hole 
and an eight-inch drill, which will 
work up amVdown in a ten-inch pipe*, 
will be used to get through the crev- 
ice. 


It is believed that an excellent well 
can be obtained if it is once possible 
to drill through that crevice of rock 
which seems to be imbedded in that 
region. 
Once through tnere i< ev ery 
reason to believe that a splendid flow 
will result due to the fact that there 
-■ore many other fine wells in that vic­ 
inity which leads to the belief that 
their is n good vein of water there. 
Tf th e well which is being dug now 
p ro v e - to be a good one, it, and the 
one at the f. , <t 
of Perkins street, will 
he atlaened to the city mains at once. 
The city does not feel justified in 
piping water from the 
well at the 
f< <<f <>f/TV rkii.- street, as the flow is 
mu \er\ great, unless there is anoth­ 
er well in the same vicinity. 
M <>rd has been received from the 
Siafe chemist that the water in the 
well at tlie foot of Perkins street is 
extremely good. 
The analysis show­ 
ed .36 per cent 
of iron and a total 
absence of colon bacilli which often 
infects water. 
In view of the fact 
that it is eighty-three feet deep it is 
certain that the water comes from a 
lev *! which can not be infected from 
the service.

He declared that the 
school children are much more plas­ 
tic than adults for two reasons: be­ 
cause they have no fixed habits or 
no principles by which they act. 


The lecturer said a story to illus­ 
trate the point is an excellent means 
of suggestion for the children.

more important than the direct be­ 
cause it causes development in the j 
brain of the child due to the fact 
that they must reason. 
He closed 
his morning lecture with a plea f o r 
standards of purity and cleanliness 
rather than vice being placed before 
school children. 
Mi>s Dietz gave her usual lecture 
on primary work this afternoon and 
had two classes of children from the 
public schools with which she illu s­ 
trated her points as she did yester­ 
day afternoon. 
Yesterday afternoon 
the work with ^he classes proved to 
he very interesting. 
She got expres­ 
sions in reading by stories and by 
games. 


This morning her lecture had to 
do with the methods to be used in 
arousing 
interest in 
school work 
among primary 
pupils. 
She said 
that interest is the impulse function­ 
ing as an idea of self 
expression. 
Miss Dietz pointed out the essentials 
of good reading. 
She said the me­ 
chanical side should be devloped a. 1 
that teachers should be able to - get 
an emotional response from the pri­ 
mary children. 
She said that Ihere 
should always be a motive in reading. 
As a reason for that, she asserted, 
the social situation must be formed 
and she pointed out its_ relation to 
the formation of the moror-situation. 


In closing she declared that there 
are three ways to create interest in 
good reading among school children. 
The first one, she said, was to as­ 
sign children to special reading for 
programs.

CHURCH UNION 
IS PROPOSED 


Methodists Anxious to Get To­ 


gether Again. 


CHURCH SEPARATED IN 183: 


Siree Then There Have Been Many 


Movements Looking to a Union of 


the Methodist Episcopal and Meth­ 


odist Protestant Churches, but W ith 


out Success— Present Movement Has 


Some Very Strong Backing. 


Muncie, Ind., Aug. 21.—The Indiana 
Methodist Protestant conference ad­ 
journed yesterday. Although the body 
failed to go on record as favoring 
the consolidation of the Methodist 
Episcopal and Methodist Protestant 
churches in the United States, the con­ 
ference members' fator such consoli­ 
dation, according to Dr. T. H. Lewis, 
president of the national Methodist 
Protestant conference, and the Rev. 
Wallace M. Martin, representing the 
North Indiana M. E. conference, who 
made speeches favoring the union of 
the two denomiantions. 
It has been proposed that the united 
church be known simply as the Meth­ 
odist church, and this title was fa­ 
vored by the speakers. There is some 
opposition to the proposed union by 
certain members of the conference, 
who do not like to abandon old tradi­ 
tions, but it is not strong. 
The Methodist Protestants broke 
away from 
the original 
Methodist 
Episcopal church in 1830 because of 
differences of creed, and since then 
many efforts to reunite the denomina­ 
tions have been made unsuccessfully. 
Dr. Lewis said that at the national 
conference of the Methodist Protest­ 
ants in 1908 they went on record as 
favoring a union of the two denomina­ 
tions. and that the matter is now up 
to the ratification of the various state 
and general conferences. 
Said Dr. 
Lewis: 
“There are many kinds of 
Methodists in the United States, and 
except in minor points all are the 
same. 
What is the use of continued 
disunion ?”

“Uncle Jim ” Made an Excellent and 


Picturesque W itness in the Congres­ 


sional Inquiry Into the Issues Raised 


by Chief Chemist Wiley. 


Washington, Aug. 22.—“Uncle Jim” 
Wilson of Iowa, who has broken, all 
records for cabinet service in Wash­ 
ington by remaining for nearly fifteen 
years at the head of the department of 
agriculture, was a witness before the 
house committee on expenditures in 
that department. 
He was treated 
with the greatest consideration, being 
informed by Chairman Moss before he 
began bis testimony, that he could an­ 
swer questions or not, as he chose, 
and that he w ould not be subjected to 
cross-examination. 
The appearance of the secretary 
wound up the hearing in the much dis­ 
cussed Wiley controversy. 
The committee’s report will not be 
presented until the convening of the 
regular session of congress in Decem­ 
ber. 
In the meantime President Taft, 
with the printed record of the commit 
tee hearings before him. will have an­ 
nounced his decision in the Wiley 
case, which is certain to be favorable 
to Dr. Wiley. 
Secretary Wilson made an interest­ 
ing and picturesque witness on the 
stand, but did not offer any great 
amount of information that was not al­ 
ready in the posssession of the com­ 
mittee. He made the statement, how­ 
ever, in the course of his examination 
that many of the facts developed by 
the committee concerning the depart­ 
ment over which he has presided for 
a decade and a half, were “new to 
him, ’ indicating that while he knew' 
of the feud in the bureau of chem 
Istry between Dr. Wiley and his loyal 
subordinates on the one hand and As­ 
sociate Chemist Dunlap and Solicitor 
McCabe on the other, he did not ap­ 
preciate its proportions.

smiled audibly when the secretary, res 
ferring to Dr. Wiley's recent testimo­ 
ny that Dunlap had more real author­ 
ity in-the bureau of chemistry than 
he did, suggested that the chief chem* 
ist was “talking through his hat.”
